U. S. Not to Take Active 


Part At Cannes. 


[By the Associated Press] 


Cannes, Dec. 31—George Harvey, 


American ambassador to Great Brit- 
am, this afternoon had his first con- 
versation with Prime Minister Lloyd 
George since their arrival here for 
next week's meeting of the allied su- 
preme council. 


Ambassador Harvey told the cor- 


respondent that his talk with the 
Brit.sh prime minister was of a gen- 
eral nature and did not Irclude dis- 
cussion of the submarine or any oth- 
er d-uestion in which 
the 
United 


States was vitally interested. 


TO MAKE NO MOVE. 


Mr. Harvey let It be known that 


the United States would make no 
move for a more active part in the 
approaching 
council meeting, and 


said America's position would be the 
same as at the council's meeting In 
Paris. 
Should the allies desire the 


United States to participate fully In 
consideration of plans for an econ- 
omic conference or in discussions of 
the 
German 
reparations question, 


they must request It. Otherwise the 
American representative would sit 
in next week's sessions only as an 
Interested observer.

finance ^committee. In handling 
tax 


and tariff legislation was a greater 
physical hardship, his friends said, 
than he himself had realized.

was not so good and 
physicians 


were constantly with him. The first 
notice of his death, which occurred 
at 11:30 o'clock, was telephoned by 
a physician from his apartment to 
the hotel desk.

DIED OP HEART FAILURE. 


Senator Penrose died of pulmonary 


thrombosis, as a 
result of 
heart 


failure. Dr. Roy D. Adams, his phy- 
sician announced today. 
Dr. Adams 


and two nurses were the only per- 
sons in the room when the 
end 


came. 


Senator Penrose's illness, after his 


recuperation from a long siege which 
kept him away from the Senate for 
months, started early in the week 
with a bad cold There was a change 
for tha better on Wednesday, but he 
suffered a slight relapse 
Thursday.1 


Despite that, however, he was 
able 


to be up and around his apartment. 


UNCONSCIOUS AT END. 


Until a few moments before death 


Senator Tenrose, his phjsician said, 
was quite comfortable, althought he 
soon relapsed Into 
unconsciousness 


and it was realized that his condi- 
tion was desperate. 


The Senator's brother, Dr. Charles 


Penrose, of Philodelphia, came here 
to see him after the first cold at- 
tack, but returned home Wednesday, 
feeling that the senator was well on 
the mend. Dr. Adams was with Sen- 
ator Penrose most of the afternoon 
and throughout the evening. 


Senator Penrose occupied a large 


suite on the top floor of the hotel 
and it was said that he was able to 
look out over the city this morning 
before his condition began to change 
for the worse. It was said that he 
was particularly anxious to 
recoup 


his strength so that he could return 
to his duties next week as chairman 
of the finance committee 
hearing 


witnesses on the tariff bill. 


Dr. Adams gave the time of 
the 


senator's death as 11:30 o'clock. 


KNOX HIS FRIEND. 


Friends of Senator Penrose

tonight that the sudden death re-

colleague, 
Senator 


Knox, had been such a shock to him 
that it had affected-

several 


days ago while he was doing his 
best to shake off a deep cold.

we must admit that the publicity at 
Washington already has done much 
good respecting armaments. 
A re- 


newed conference under the

conditions would do more than any- 
thing else to arouse the moral sense 
of mankind to economic needs and 
facts. So we feel that what Mr. 
Harding began In 1921 he may have 
yet the opportunity of continuing in 
the coming year.

the revolver 


away from him. 


While this struggle was going on' 


the other'hold-up was beating Mr. 
Prescott aver the head with a black 
jack made of a piece of lead about 
three Inches long, an Inch wide and 
half an 
inch tnick, 
sewed up in 


leather and having a leather wrist 
strap. 


G-P.ABS BLACK JACK. 


Mr. Prescott managed to grab this 


black-jack and Jerked It out of the 
fellow's hand. Then the two assail- 
ants ran out and Mr. Prescott fal- 
lowed them out to the walk and fired 
three shot after them from their own 
revolver. He doesn't know if he hit 
either one. 


One of the men ran west on Grand 


avenue and the other ran south on 
the Illinois Central tracks Mr. Pres- 
cott grabbed a cap worn by one ot 
his assailants, and It may be the 
means of Identifying- 
one of them. 


When the police arrived he had the 
revolver, black-jack 
and 
cap and 


turned them over to the officers. 


COVERED WITH BLOOD. 


Mr. prescotf 
wa's 
covered 
with 


blood and there was a big pool of 
blood on the sideawlk In front of his 
ptoro where he stood shooting at the 


fleeing robbers. 
Mr. Prescott

weak from the loss

along in his 
automobile, 
took Mr. 


Prescott to the 
Wabash 
hospital, 


where his wounds were dressed. The 
surgeons there sewrd up ten gashei 
In his head, made by the black-jack, 
none of the gashes wis less than an 
Inch Ions.

called, but 
Mr. Prescott had 


spilled so much ot his blood In the 
store and on the walk that the dogs 
could not get started on the trial of 
the hieves 


ROE RESTAURANT. 


Two men

France 


and Great Britain, which have been | 
all too apparent at the Washington 
conference the 
last 
few days, are 


traceable to just one thins—the fail- 
ure of the allies to 
support their 


signatures to the treaty of Versailles. 


One default In 
this direction has 


led to another, until at last France 
feels she has made sacrifice enough 
and must choose the means of main- 
taining her independence. She cannot 
in all fairness be expected to sub- 
mit to a program, either at Wash- 
ington or at Cannes that will leave 
her perpetually 
In the position of 


having to bow to the will of Britain, 
or any other country.

ren's home of Urbana are making ap- 
peals for more help for the home. 
Increased cost in 
maintaining 
the 


home-ami adding of necessary equip- 
ment have added to the expenses of 
the institution and help is needed 
financially. 


The Cunningham children's home, 


although 
in 
existence 
twenty-six 


years, Is perhaps the least known o£ 
the many institutions oC its kind. Of 
those who read this article, there will 
not be more than one in 25 who has 
visited this very interesting place. It 
is fostered l>y the Woman's Home 
Missionary society of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, Illinois conference. 
The home is open to children of all 
denominations who have no one to 
care for them. At the present time 
there are seventy-five in the home. 


*?' 
ADD HOSPITAL. 


The Cunningham home is an insti- 


tution with equipment that would be 
a credit to any church or community. 
The completion, recently, of a $20,- 
000 hospital and a 
$3.000 
heating 


plant adds much to the comfort of the 
its history, the Cunningham home is 
in debt lor various reasons. It owes 
$6,000. 


EXPENSES INCREASE. 


Last September they had a fire, 


lost their barn, farming implements, 
hay, corn and automobile. Then there 
was the high cost of living and ex- 
cessive price of coal. In former years 
$800 worth of coal would have been 
sufficient for the winter but last 
year the cost was $2200. Along with 
the" increased cost, has come a de- 
crease in income. The money rea- 
lized from the farm, that is con- 
nected with the home, dropped from 
53,100 in 191!0 to $SD5 this year. It 
costs $75 a day now to run the home, 
but even under these trying financial 
conditions the 'children are receiving 
the best of care. Eight of the girls 
are attending Urbana high school. 


COMMITTEE NAMED.

taken to protect the future of the 
home, the board of managers has 
appointed a committee with Mrs. B. 
F. Harris of Champaign as chairman. 
Others of the committee are Mrs. I. 
A. Love of Danville, who is chairman 
of the board of managers of the home; 
Mrs. J. G. Hosier of Urbana, treasurer; 
Mrs. 
11. Pfltzenmeyer of Leroy, pres- 


ident of the Home Missionary so- 
ciety of the Illinois Conference; and 
Mrs. J. C. Baker, a member of the 
advisory board of managers. 
The 


committee met recently in the home 
of Mrs. Harris In Champaign, where 
definite plans were mapped out and 
will be announced later. Everyone 
who is Interested In humanity and 
has the opportunity should visit this 


splendid institution and see for hii- 
selt what Is being done.

E Boyce of this city have just re- 
ceived a letter from their son Arth- 
ur, uho uith his wife is located in 
Teneran, Persia, where Mr. Boyce 
is a missionary teacher In the Amer- 
ican high school for boys. The let- 
ter just received is the first Dr. and 
3Irs. Boyce have had from their son 
since, last July, and there 
Is en- 
closed in the letter a complete story 
of the work for 
the 
school with 
which he is connected for the school 
>ear of 1920 and 1921. 


590 BOYS. 


A table showing the enrollment of 
the school by nationalities, discloses 
that there was in attendance a total 
of 
~>90 boys Of these. 337 ivere na- 


tive Persians. 
205 
Armenians, 
43 


Jens, and five of all others. 
Ac- 


cording to the report 
the enroll- 


ment of the school is only limited 
by the capacity, and the financial 
ability to accommodate students, and 
there is a constant struggle against 
over-enrollment, rather than to keep 
the school filled with students. 


BEG FOR EDUCATION. 


The Persians are constantly teg- 
gins the authorities In the school 
to take their boys, arguing that Just 
one more can make no possible dif- 
ference, and there are known to be 
cases where tha parents havs appeal- 
ed to the American Legation, In an 
•ffort to compel the school to take 
their boys. 


NOT PUNCTUAL.

In choosing foods It la tMYMsJi to 


distinguish absolutely beiw*n «r»at 
are "good" and "bad" foods because 
there Is no line of division. About 
all that It ii possible to say is that 
some foods are better than others, 
remembering that it Is usually more 
Important to b« satisfied, even if 
•the foods are not "Ideal", than to be 
unsatisfied with what in the abstract 
seemi "Ideal" foods, 


Among the best foods 
for most 


people are fruite, potatoes, nuts, If 
well oh«wed, milk—both sweet and 
sour—and vegetable*. 
Among the 


worst foods are putrefactive cheeses, 
sweetlbreadi, liver, Kidney*, "high" 
Sam* or poultry. 


A oloie itudy, of course, will «how 


some faults u .well u sc-mi virtues 
In almost any food and vice versa. 
The best way for th« ordinary man 
and woman to da In oaooslng foods 
Is to eat as much as possible of the 
better and as little as possible- of the 
worse without attempting to draw a 
hard and fast line. 


Salt, peper, siplces, In fact all hot 


condiments should ba used In spar- 
Ing quantities, as they serve to dull 
the sense of taste and the instinct 
for selecting good foods. 


A great cause of ill health Is found 


in the overuse of sugar, especially 
In concentrated forms, such as can- 
dy. 
People of sedentary haiblts— 


that Is, those who live a life ot 
practical inactivity, should be espec- 
ially cautious about consuming too 
much of sweet foods. 
Sugar has a 


high food value and Is readily util- 
ized 
for combustion In the 
body. 


It eaten between meals It is likely 
to .increase the calorlds or (heat 
units above the amount necessary 
and load to overnourlshment. 


In foods the axiom "What Is one 


man's meat Is another's poison" Is 
often peculiarly applicable. 
As for 


instance, some people find that ba- 
nanas do not agree with them. The 
reason usually la that they 'do not 
eat ripe tananas. The Ignorant pub- 
lic, as a rule, buys bananas that arc 
an even yellow. 
The best bananas 


are mottled with black.

But I imagine all of the problems

It is a mess, I admit.

ing. 


In other words, 
England having- 


the boats for almost nothing, thanks 
to the feebleness of the French gov- 
ernment of IP20. flatly clfclaml her 
turn and France found herself, as 
you say, "down and out." 


CAPITULATION' CHAIN. 


It is always the same thing. The 


first capitulation inevitably 
brings 


others. The only way to have pre- 
vented all this would have been for 
the allies to live up to their signa- 
tures. 


But the instability of Lloyd-George 


on the one hand, and the pusillani- 
mity of the allies on the other, has 
been responsible 
for 
anarchy in 


Europe. 


Everybody In Trance believes that 


the Cannes conference will aggravate 
this anarchy. Alas, bitter experience 
justifies the apprehension.

ust, has made specific denial o£ the 
common reports that have been cir- 
culated as to his own knowledge of 
that crime. 


The elder Lockard has been quoted 


as saving that the $05,000 loot >\as dls- 
tiibutcd la his presence in hia son's 
shack, and that he would eo on the 
witness stand and 
give 
convicting 


testimony agalnbt the robbers. Now 
the old man declares that he knows 
nothing of tha robbery except what 
he has heard, and expresses fear that 
ha will be murdered by the men 
against whom it was said he would 
testify. 


HIS STATEMENT. 


Mr. Lockard is an old man, who 


walks with crutches. 
He declares he 


haq been misrepresented and mis- 
quoted in the newspapers, and that if 
the reports continue he "will go the 
same way 'Peg' did." 


He dictated and signed the follow- 


ing statement when Interviewed by a 
newspaper repoiter here: 


"As the newspapers oC Illinois

$250,000 FOR TANKS. 


For Decatur th» construction of 


hte Imhoff tanks will cost 
about 


*250,000 and the sprinkling 
filter 


beds, which are hugs concrete tanks 
filled with broken stone over which 
the more liquid part of the sewage 
is sprinkled and filtered, the bacter- 
ial action taking place while the sew- 
age la draining through the broken 
•tone resulting In the destruction of 
practically 
all 
of the offensive or 


dangerous elements of the sewage, 
twill cost at the rate of about $SO,000 
an acre. These are built in units of

$490,000 THIS TEAS. 


This -will bring the total cost for 


the beds and the Imhoff tanks to 
$430,000. a sum which the sanitary 
district expects to spend this year 
on this final solution of Decatur's 
long standing problem whereby the 
Bangamoa river will be saved from 
further pollution.

GRAVITY FLOW. 


By building the west part of the 


great sewer as the board did on an 
embankment the flow of the sewage 
Into the Imhoff tanks Is by gravity, 
thereby saving the perpetual cj>st of 
pumping. In these tanks the heavier 
solids settle to the bottom and the 
liquid sewage Is run off Into the 
sprinkling filter beds where the sew- 
age is shot up into the air through 
the sprinkler heads to come Into con- 
tact with the oxygen of the atmos- 
phere. 


It then falls back to the filter beils 


on the broken stone of which bacter- 
ial action has already been started 
by other sewage which has passed 
through it and these bacteria literally 
consume all of the 
offensive 
and 


deleterious substances in the sewage, 
the clear effluent being taken away 
by sub-drains to the river. 


REMOVE SLUDGE. 


The Imhoff tanks and the

After 
jntich careful thought and Investiga- 
tion a pla^t comprising sedimenta- 
tion and f.ltratlon has been adopt- 
ed as best suited to Decatur condi- 
tions. 


This new plant will be located at 


the end of the big intercepting sew- 
er now aluost finished and on the 
B8 acre sit* purchased for this pur- 
pose by the Sanitary District a num- 
ber of year-? ago. 


The plan-, proper 
will

within a flood dyke enclosing an 
area of nt;.rly 40 acres which will 
provide a mile space for a treatment 
plant to scive a population of 120.- 
000. This d: ke wlll'be built of earth 
and will su.nd high enough to pro- 
tect the pltnt from maximum high 
•water in the Sangarnon river. 


HAS 20 FEET FALL. 


The normal level of the flowing 


sewage as .t enters the plant will 
be about 60:,5 which is aver 20 feet 
above the n;rmal water level In the 
river.

SETTLE BY GRAVITY. 


They settle by gra\'ity out of the 


sewage in tho settling compartment 
and fall into the sludge compartment 
below. This sludge compartment will 
be built largo enough to hold about 
six months' accumulation of plurttre. 
During this period the sludse Is to 
be digested so that when It <s re- 
moved it Is similar to earthy loam. 


The sludge from the lower part of 


the- settling tanks will be drawn otf 
by gravity and Rprearl In thin layers 
eiclit to ten inches thick on sluflce 
beds properly provided with distri- 
butors and underflrains. These slud.ce 
beds will be built at first to provide 
two-thirds square feet per capita or 
about one acre of sludge bed. There 
will be ample room for extension 
within the -dykes. 


PURIFIED BY BACTERIA. 


The settled sewaee fmm tho tanks 


will pass to so-called dosing tank? 
which resulate the dose of sewage 
upon the filters. The purification or 
oxidation In the filters Is accom- 
plished by minute organisms prow- 
ing on the surface nf the stones. It 
Is Important that they be supplied 
with sewage at a reasonable and 
proper rate, therefore the dosign of 
the dosins tanks is of irreat Import- 
ance. It la expected that the sewage 
•will be applied 
to the 
filters by 


sprinkling in fine drops for two or 
three minutes out of every elshtto 
ten minutes with a rest Interval be- 
tween. 


SPRINKLING FILTERS. 


The sprinkling filters will be built 


of broken stone one inch 
to twc 


Inches In size and about six feet 


deep resting on underdralns built 
continuous over 
a concrete 
floor 


This Is necessary 
to Insure filter 


drainage. The average depth of the 
filters will be six feet and the sew- 
age will be sprinkled over from spe- 
cially designed 
nozzles 
and 
will 


trickle down over the surfaces cf 
the stones. Filters of this type have 
been in operation for over ten years 
without any clogging of the stones. 


Tho treated effluent from the fil- 


ters will pass direct to tho river or 
through final settling tanks. 
Thsse 


final settling tanks are necessary at 
times to catch earthy humous-like 
solids which are unloaded from time 
to time by tho filters. This humous 
sludge will be collected' in hopper 
bottomed settling tanks and pumped 
occasionally to sludge beds or spoil 
banks. 


CAN INCREASE SIZE. 


For a population of 60,000 it Is es- 


timated that six acres of sprinkling 
filters will be required. These filters 
as well as other parts of the plant 
will all be designed In units so that 
portions can be built at the start 
and extensions made from time to 
time should they be needed. 
All 


tho necessary by-pass sewers 
and 


regulator valves are Included. 


.ACCESSORIES TO PLANT. 


In addition to the main features of 


the plant described 
above,

Outfall structures. 
A water works system.

SLUDGE FOR FERTILIZER. 


It is estimated that durinff the next 


few years about 3,500 tons of 60 per 
cent moisture sludae will be produc- 
ed each year. It has been found at 
nthcr places, especially at Baltimore. 
Rochester and Lake Forest that this 
sludire makes good fertilizer and Is 
taken away and paid for by farmers 
In the vicinity. All over the country 
there appears to' be a growing de- 
mand 
for 
this type 
of fertilizer.

SIMILAR PLANTS SUCCESSFUL. 
Tho operation of such a plant Is 


especially Important and provision is 
being made in the design to facili- 
tate operating features to the maxi- 
mum. Many plants of this type have 
been successfully built in England 
and the continent and also in this 
country during the last ten to fif- 
teen years. Special tests of Its opera- 
tion have been made at Decatur dur- 
ing the last few years.

sens>e. It is true of the year ahead 
even more than of the year that has 
closed.

It i= comforting to recall they see 
pleasant promise in the days ahead, 
and in this we trust they will be 
vindicated. It should be added that 
if there are men who know ahout 
these things, we heard from several 
of .them in yesterday's review and 
fore?..-.:. If men of this caliber don't 
inoiv, the rest of us need not bother 
air-lit the matter. 


r,ut in the world is something 


more than business and stock and 
crop reports. One in his senses is 
not inclined to underestimate the 
great importance of what Is called 
tm.-iness, for really It afects all of 
u? more closely and seriously than 
doen anything else. If the business 
of tne world is not going fairly well, 
very few of us ?re in the proper 
humor to make progress'likely. When 
a mar. is buffeted on the rocks he is 
not much of a success as a thinking 
annual, and when the thought pan 
i-, out of 
commission 
a man is 


scrapped. 


Something that can be said for 


1921 is that the conditions were such 
as to induce some serious effort at 
thinking. 
One looks over the field 


and decide, that probably we and 
others of the race made something 
of a sUrt in the getting of a liberal 
social education. In this line many 
more of us know a great deal more 
than we did a year ago. 


For instance, there is the funda- 


mental fact that if we of America 
are to prosper it will be necessary 
that people of other countries do 
likewise. 
It Is true this was not 


said for the first time in 1921, but 
in the year many milions came to 
have some understanding 
of the 


thing and its importance. 
It used 


to be looked on as highbrow stuff, 
and perhaps many still take that 
slant, but at last we have a good 
many serious and sane people who 
feel there is much in it. 


This notion of the mutuality of 


prosperity is not confined to inter- 
national affairs. 
In the year 1921 


we dropped a lot of heresies here at 
home. 
For instance, there Is the 


old notion that great service corpor- 
ations are merely an adjunct to a 
miflt and that they can coin their 
own money and meet any demands 
that may be made. 
By now that 


notion is pretty thoroughly explod- 
ed in the minds of millions who up 
to a year ago were unable to see the 
light. Now we know that If we take 
a milion from some service organiza- 
tion we must contribute the mil- 
lion, we know this Is .not to be 
escaped. 


We have pretty thoroughly learn- 


ed that unless Europe prospers we 
can not tope to get far. But there 
Is.much more along this line to 
learn, though it seems we are dip- 
ping into tala. We are trying to get 
It In our minds that If billions are 
owed us we can hav« payment only 
in .goods produced and made by the 
d»btor*. Tbt old notion was that 
th«y could han3 us the money, that 
ta*y would proceed todo this at once

really beginning to note that great 
obligations are not paid in money, 
that In fact they can't be. 


Perhaps after another year or two 


of the kind of schooling we had in 
1921 this little chunk of liberal knowl- 
edge will be passed down the line and 
everybody will get aome ot it—and 
then some will try to make use of 
it.

In fact, some of the 
Democrats limit their desire*, as well

The theory Is that looking forward 


to the presidential election the Dem- 
ocrats would prefer to have the re- 
sponsibility for the management of 
the country on the Republicans rath-

would be disadvantageous to have 
ths responsibility for legislation at 
a time, when the Republican presi- 
dent could veto their work. The end 
of all this Is that the principal Dem- 
ocratic hope this year Is to mako 
gains so striking that the,y will bi» 
received as an expression of marked 
dissatisfaction with ths 
Republican 


regime. 


MANY SEEK RE-ELECTION. 


In connection with some of these 


senatorial elections striking 
inter- 


esting- situations are just now In 
course of development. 
Of the en- 


tlra thirty-two seats 'Involved, It is 
now expected that all but one, or 
possibly two of the present incum- 
bents 
will 
seek 
re-election. One 


senator to whom there Jias been at- 
tribute* a disposition to retire vol- 
untarily, Is that veteran Democrat, 
John Sharp Wnilams of Mississippi. 


It Is probable that only a voluntary 


refusal to run would pllmlnate him. 
He has long been in such favor in 
his state that he has been able to 
serve fourteen years In the Senate, 
and before that, fifteen years In the 
House. 
If Mr. Williams should re- 


tire, 
It Is likely to mark the re- 


entry Into politics of that extraordi- 
nary figure, who was rr-tlred by his 
stata four years ago, and who Is 
credited with the wish for a new 
lease of power, James K. Vardaman. 


OPPOSITION TO NEW. 


One rf the most Interesting situa- 


tions of the year will develop In In- 
diana.

Illinois Central System Ready 


for the Tasks of 1922 


The beginning of a new year is a time when we pause to review what has 


transpired in the year just ended, seeking to gain from our reflection something which 
will be of value in deciding our future course. 


The eventful year through which we have just passed has been particularly 


marked by restrictive economic demands upon the railroads. We entered the year full 
of hope that the business depression which had set in would soon spend its force and 
that business would again go along norma lly, but that hope failed to materialize. As 
a result of the falling off in business, the railroads as a whole during the first nine 
months of the year earned a net return equivalent to approximately 2.9 per cent, 
upon their valuation—a return barely sufficient to pay interest on outstanding bonds, 
with no allowance for compensation to the owners. 
The improvement in net earn- 


ings during the latter part of the year has been slow, ^nd in many instances its has 
been brought about only at the sacrifice of badly-needed maintenance expenditures. A 
demand for reduced railway rates, in the fac e of the failure of the railroads, as a whole, 
to earn a net return sufficient to their needs, also was restrictive in the uncertainty it 
created. 


In spite of these influences, however, the railroads have given adequate service 


at all times. 
We should not be discouraged by the present situation, unfavorable as 


some of its aspects may be. 


We should like to give you in this review a statement of how the Illinois Cen- 


tral System has accounted for itself during 1921, but at this time we have complete 
information covering only the ten months to November 1. 


During the first ten months of the year, the Illinois Central System performed 


a freight service equivalent to carrying 10,286,296,822 tons of freight one mile, as 
compared with 13,200,197,416 net ton miles in the first ten months of 1920. 
During 


the first ten months of 1921, we performed a passenger service equivalent to carry- 
ing 642,365,624 passengers one mile, as compared with 859,526,161 passenger miles 
in the first ten months of 1920. 
This decrease in business is reflected in the gross 


earnings. For the first ten months of 1921 we had a gross income of $135,926,186, 
which was $6,615,074 less than the gross income of the corresponding period of 1920. 


Through drastic reductions in our expenditures, we ended the first ten months 


of 1921 with a net income of ?7,772,154. 
Approximately $6,375,600 was required to 


pay dividends on stock for the. ten months' period, leaving a balance of $1,396,554 for 
improvements in our properties. 
However, during the ten months of this year cov- 


ered in this report we spent a total of ?16,284,809 for new equipment, over and above 
amounts spent in the repair and maintenance of equipment, and a total of §6,614,782 
for permanent improvements to roadway, ov er and above expenditures for maintenance. 
This total new investment of §22,899,591 exceeded the amount we had left over after 
paying expenses and a return on investment by $21,503,047, which had to be borrowed. 


We entered the year with 57,081 employes, but the drastic reductions in force 


made necessary by the great decline in busi ness cut the number to 48,649 in February. 
Since that time there has been a steady gain in the number of employes. When it be- 
came known that a reduced scale of wages would become effective July 1 through 
the ruling of the Railroad Labor Board, we immediately laid plans for large increases 
in our forces, with the result that by October we had a total of 60,388 employes 
in all departments. 


In spite of the depression, the Illinois Central has made a creditable show- 


ing. 
One reason for this has been that our employes have striven at all times to per- 


form their service to the public in that effi cient and courteous manner which marks 
our organization. 
To them belongs much of the credit for what we have accom- 


plished. 


We take the position that we are b ut the trustees of a great investment which 


has been made in this agency of transportation, and that we are responsible to the 
public for our stewardship. We call the public's attention to the events of the year, 
and give our pledge that we shall strive to our utmost to make of 1922 a year of still 
greater successes. 
To that end we seek your confidence and good will. •

Receipts at the Deeatur postoftice 


for the year 1921 increased more than 
16 per cant over the receipts of 1920.

Ten years ago, they ran about ?130,- 
000 for a year end novc, in the year 
1921, they strike closa to the J283.000 
mark. In 1920, the receipts totaled 
about $243,000. 


Receipts for December of course 


are always the heaviest month 3 re- 
ceipts because of the Christmas busi- 
ness. For the first twenty-eight days 
of this December, receipts ran more 
than $26,143 and It is estimated that 
the total for the month will be 532.- 
000 thij time.

1921.

was launched. 


In every part of the city the build- 


ing of new liomes began early and 
cont.nued up to the last day of 1321, 
two permits for new residences hav- 
ing been issued just before 3 oYlock 
Saiurilay evening, the last day < f the 
year. 


196 NEW 
RESIDENCES. 


Permits were issued for a total of 


296 new residences last year, almost 
twice as many as the year before. It 
was not altogether clue to the slogan 
of "Own your own home," but the 
fact that Decatur is growing rapidly 
and there was a scarcity of desirable 
homes available had a great deal to 
do with the number of houses built. 
Many of the homes built during the 
last year are 
exceptionally hand- 


some in apptarance and well built. 
The day of the cheap, shoddy build- 
ing has gone by. 


960 PERMITS ISSUED. 


A total of 
9CO 
building 
permits 


were issued by Building Inspector A. 
H. Cope, and they represent a total 
investment of $2,034,773. An element 
that entered largely Into the build- 
ing success of the year was the ex- 
ceptionally favorable weather during 
practically all of the year. Take the 
last two months as an example. Us- 
ually they are about the worst o£ the 
year for starting new work of any 
si/.e, yet two o£ the largest buildings 
of the year, the Polar company's new 
building and that ot the Consumers' 
Ice company, were both started In 
November and both are now enclos- 
ed.

the greatest ever known in Decem- 
ber, and they represented a total in- 
vestment of $113,230.

FEWER DEEDS RECORDED. 


In Macon county, the number of

The number of 
city transfers dropped about 22 per 
cent; farm transfers about 16 per 
cent and vllage transfers, about 40 
per cent. 


In valuation, Decatur property drop-

225 FARM TRANSFERS. 


Only about 225 farm transfers were 


recorded In the year. At the same, 
time, the Decatur Water Supply Co. 
ought up 3900 acres In cheap "river 
Bottom land and this of course pulls 
tho average price on farm land in the 
county down. The company has pur- 
chased 197 tracts and a great major- 
ty oj these are classed as farm land 
althoug-li some of them ranged as 
small as .24 of an acre. Of course 
some of these 187 are classified as 
city property but quite a number of 
:ha "city properly" pieces had already 
been purchased by the city.

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MACON COUNTY BIG ROAD IMPROVEMENT FOR 1921. 


Snake Hill West of Decatur. 


The 18-foot concrete road on Stale Bond Route 10 west from Decatur was the outstanding improvement in road 


construction in the county in 1921. 


THE NEW ROAD SOUTH OF THE RIVER. 


Tiie drawing shows the relation of 


the new road now being worked out 
and its relation to the Jlafflt Bridge 
road which is to bo abandoned and 
the county bridge road which is to 
earry Maffit 
bridge 
road 
traffic 


across the river. 


The first road proposed is shown 


In light dotted lines. 
A plan was 


suggested by Myron H. West, city 
planner which was later modified and 
accepted by the county state aid com- 


mittee as the route to be followed. 
This is shown as the "Proposed High 
lioad" in solid lincis. There is now 
under discussion the lake shore road 
which is shown in the heavy dotted 
lines. 


[n>i system begun In a modest way 
on the Bloomtngton road in late 1820 
to the rest of th« partially Improved 
state a,ld road, about forty miles. 


About the middle of the year the 


county board determined to take ad- 
vantage of the new state law permit- 
ting counties to undertake state bond 
road contracts, was the, successful 
bidder on 11.16 miles of road. Half of 
the contract was completed in rec- 
ord time and at record cost and five 
miles and a half of the 18 foot con- 
crete was thrown open for *he use 
of the public at the beginning of 
winter. 


HAVE EQUIPMENT 


A first class road building outfit 


purchased for the construction of this 
road will be used for completing the 
contract In the spring. 
After that 


the equipment and the experience 
gained in its use will be applied to 
other roads. 


On July I under a newly enacted 


law the county became responsible 
for the maintenance of 185 miles of 
partially improved 
state 
aid road 


which had previously been maintain- 
ed by the townships. The county ac- 
knowledged this 
responsibility 
by 


raising the money and organizing for 
carrying on this work. A good deal 
has already been done and much more 
will be done next season. 


NEW COWFORD BRIDGE. 


A contract 
for a 
new 
Cowford 


bridge with its approaches was let 
and the work Is well under way. The 
bridge will ba the handsomest about 
Decatur. The project includes a new 
road connecting the bridge with the 
city and the relocation of the road 
east of the river. The job will cost 
$200.000. 
The cost Is largely defray- 


ed by the Decatur Water Company 
which Is materially assisted by the 
county, Decatur '.ownshlp and Long 
Creek township. 


Tha Spangler bridge, Lost bridge, 


the Rea bridge have been raised as a 
part of the water Impounding pro- 
ject and at the expense of the De- 
catur Water Company. These chang- 
es havo resulted In better roads In 
every Instance. 


OVER SAND CREEK. 


Two Sand creek Improvements by 


the Water company have resulted In 
new bridges and marked betterment 
of the roads approaching them. 


The Maffit bridge and a portion 


of tha road approaching It from the 
south have been abandoned and a 
handsome drive connecting the coun- 
ty bridge with the Maffit bridge road 
Is being surveyed and will be built 
at once. The Decatur Water Com- 
pany will defray a large part If not 
all the cost of this road'. 
| 


A million gallons of road oil were "' 


applied In Macon county last season "~ 
by the Individual townships and by 
the county. 
The roads ' themselves 


spoke eloquently of the result during 
the summer and autumn and they 
are still talking. 


MUCH OTHER WORK. 


The work of the highway commis- 


sioners in ilacon county has been 
referred to already and can not be 
described In detail. Long Creek, Oak- 
ley and Harrlstotvn Jumped to a top 
place among the good road 
town- 


ships ot the county. 
Decatur town- 


ship extended Its gravel road and 
Improved its old gravel roads. Two 
stretches of new roal were opened. 


Three miles of gravel for the road 


extending west from Blue Mound to 
tha county line has been ordered by 
the state aid road committee and the 
work is already underway. 


Tha city of Decatur contributed 


much to the general scheme ot high 
way improvement by extending city 
pavements to the corporation limits 
to connect with 
improved country 


highways. 
A half mile of fine, wide 


brick pavement through a sparceiy 


rcuilt up neighborhood on West Malo 
Hreet Is one of .he conspiclous ex- 
amples of this. 


There are other items that might 


oe added to the schedule but this will 
suffice.

From 
one of the most backward counties 
In Central Illinois in the matter of 
road Improvement Macon county has 
•within the span of one short year 
forged to the front as one of the 
most progressive. 
This is no vain 


fcoast but an actual 
statement of 


fact. 


TOWNSHIPS TO FRONT. 


But the county as a. political unit 


has not been ths only factor In road 
touilding and road betterment. 
The 


seventeen townships which have been 
doing better and better work each 
succeeding year for several years In 
1921 
did the best work they have 


ever done. The Decatur Water Com- 
pany has been immediately responsi- 
ble for several pieces of road 
im- 


provement In the vicinity of Decatur. 
The city of Decatur has contributed 
something of great value by extend- 
ing street pavements to connect with 
country highways.

year is but little short of astounding.

county line, started in 1920, was com- 
pleted. 


The contract for the grading of
